-GOOD-BY, COME AGAIN. 
President Coolidge is going back to work after 
his summer in the Black hills of South Dakota. 
Going back to work, we say, as if he had had such 
a vacation as less distinguished mortals enjoy. 
Presidents get no vacations from their jobs. 
Mr. Coolidge, however, has managed to sand- 
wich in a few lighter pastimes between entertain- 
ing visitors seeking solutions of the farm problem, 
explaining the etymology of the verb ‘‘ choose,” 
and considering the next budget. He has fished 
and been made a tribal chief and seen rodeos and 
Yellowstone park. 
And, if we have been truly informed, he has 
enjoyed it. He has reveled in his- taste of the 
west, in its ten gallon hats and high stitched boots, 
its bronchos and cattle, its feathers and blankets, 
and its breezier, more colorful folk. They put on 
a good show for him and he has delighted in it 
as could only one raised in the rigors of a Vermont 
hamiet, educated to the exacting profession of th@ 
law, and occupied ajl his life in the pursuit of 
politics and the tasks of public office. | 
In his boylike delight he has become more human 
than he has ever appeared since he first stepped 
prominently over the national horizon. Whether 
or not the east -has approved of its President in 
cowboy regalia, the west has liked it. He is the 
first President ever to visit the west for any length 
of time, except for political swings around the 
circle. Many of our Presidents have spent sum- 
mers at Atlantic coast resorts and some have at- 
tained a more or less permanent place in eastern 
society.

FOODS THAT OVERCOME. 
HERE are at reast :wo kinds of 
acidosis, according to Dr, W. D. 
Sansum. One kind is due to poi- 
soning by acetone. This is the 
kind that children are likély to have. 
‘It is also the kind that frequently comes 
on as a result of vomiting in pregnancy. 
Another cause is hunger. People are 


they are reducing. 

Sansum has inyented the term “ shop- 
pers’ headache” to designate a form of 
mild acidosis suffered by women who 
get up early on bargain days, swallow 
a cup of coffee, grab the bargain ad 
pages of the morning paper, and run 
for the car. 

The prevention of acidosis headaches 
and their cure as well—that is, within 
limits—is a matter of dieting. The tend- 
ency to such headaches means that the 
diet is too low in starches. As a rule 
it is at the same time too rich in fats 
and grease. 


To prevent his disorder the diet should 
contain more cake, ice cream, honey, 
cereals, sugar, desserts, breads, jams, 
jellies, and candy. This advice should 
be popular with the children. 

It should contain less cream, butter, 
gravy, bacon and other fat meat, yellow 
of eggs, and liver. Skim milk, butter- 
milk, cheese, and cottage cheese made 
from skim milk should replace cream 
and rich full milk and their products. 

Women whe suffer from shoppers’ 
headache will feel better if they will 
eat a sugared cereal with skim milk be- 
fore they pitch fhto the battle. For re- 
lief they may eat some hard candy and 
cake or a malted milk. 

The other kind of acidosis about which 
Sansum writes is that which results from 
prolonged use of diets of which the ash 
is predominatingly acid. The acid pro- 
ducing foods, in the order of the amount 
of acid ash they result in, are oysters, 
haddock and other fish; chickeh and 
other lean meats; oatmeals, crackers, 
breads, dried sweet corn, rice, and pea- 
nuts. Prunes, plums, and cranberries 
also cause acidity. 

The alkali ash foods, in the order of 
alkalinity, are as follows: Dried lima 
beans, dried beans, raisins, almonds, car- 
rots, beets, celery, 
melon, potatoes, dried peaches, bananas, 
caulifiower, lemons, lettuce, dried cur- 
rants, oranges, peaches, apples, cabbage, 
milk, radishes, turnips. _ 

To prevent this form of acidosis he 
advises the prolonged use of a diet rich 
in alkali ash foods and poor in acid ash 
ingredients. He recommends for this 
purpose flour made from lima beans in 

lace of flour.

New York, Sept. 9.—([Special.)—A 
“bon voyage” dinner to the heads of 
the American Legion, held tonight on 
the steamship Leviathan on which they 
will sail tomorrow morning to attend 
the Legion convention in Paris, was 
turned by. Vice President Charlies 
G. Dawes and Gen. John J. Pershing, 


licans into an extemporaneous, heart- 
felt tribute to Woodrow Wilson and 
Newton D. Baker, the Democratic 
commander-in-chief and the Democratic 
secretary of war who headed the 
American .armies during the war. 

The gathering of 200 high officials
